Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/24/2008 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. Regarding claim 1, Applicant argues that limitation of claim 29, "the viewer is prevented from 
the switching after expiration of a selected period of time after a notification" is not taught by cited reference. The examiner respectfully 
disagrees with the applicant. As cited in prior final office action, commercials with parameters employing disable/enable fast-forward/fast- 
backward teach the limitation. 

Commercials are notifications which may allow/not allow user to fast-forward/fast-backward depending on the parameters. Commercials 
have start/end times. During that specific start/end of commercials, it will prevent user from switching until end time of a specific 
commercial. Wherein two commercial can be displayed to user back to back with different parameters. 
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
